Journal) as s harbinger of betier fortune to the cause ef that 
pafortunatc people,” 

By the late Eaglioh Papers, it appears that the eedtons and 
bretal oppressors of the Grecks, Goding that this pairiotie race 
were sot to be pat dowa by brute forer, or daunted by cruelty, 
have at last discovered the poliey of resorting to seothing measures 
io order tf seduce them again ander the yoke. Although we 
west rejoice atany amelioration in theit condition, we shall 
vogret if such seerifices as they bave made ia the cause of 
their country should not be crowned with a more glorious re- 
ward than merely the lghteaing of their chains, History how- 
ever, admonishes usite moderate our hepes ; fer es few men, ae- 
cording \o the adage, she have heen deeply sunk in tice, become 
suddenly very virteous; ee few notions: are ee happy resti 
atones to rieo from a state of polities! debasement to the 
enjoymeat of ratiowal liberty aod goed Geverament. The era- 
deal formation of the Brush Consttation, by repeated eBeris, 
induces us however to hope, that githeugh so great a work can- 
net be dose at once, when other seticas leek on with erect 
apathy, the Groeks @iil yet, by temewed enertions, be abic ta 
complete the werk they have begun. 

London, September 23. —Too Preach Journals which have ar- 
rived this week, bring inteligenee fram Vienne of @ melancholy 
characters (or the couse of liverty ta Greece.

The Greek Be 
nate is dissolved; the Tusks have possessed ihemsclves of Ca 
riuth and the whole of the Morea, aad the war ie Bpirasg also has 
been terminated by the capture of Sali. A letter from Trieste, 
of the lst September, ithe Aicecmsine Zeiruna, says, “ The 
disasters ef the Greeks ere confirmed ; ibeir cause appears to be 
lost; they fy on ail sides to escape siaaghier.” The AvustTatas 
Ossenven states, that the plague basmade an alarming progress 
jo Albania, and emtended ita ravagesto Epirus and jhe Morea,

frem the House of Lords to the Quces. Nothing, efter the war 
is happily coded, can raise the glory of ber reign mare thee te 
ace so noble a desiga set on feet io bee time: this eonld make 
her mame sacred te posterity, which weeld srasibly feel 2)! ibe 
tases they have raised faily sepaid them, if the law were made 
eherter, clearer, more ceriain, sed ef leas expener.”

Joaty’s brig Swarven, Lieatensot Stokes commanding, arrived 
from Porteodio and the River Gambia, By this vessel we have 
advices from our dependencies to windward up to the 20h alt, 
Three vessels from Bathatst, St, Mary's, were employed in the 
trade at Portendic, nnd bad, wo regret to learn, experienced con- 
éiderabie interrmption ia the purchase of gum there, through the 
bestility of a party of the Moore, instigated, as there is every 
reason to believe, by our competitors ia the River Senegal, Tt 
would appear that our morehania bad commenced their barter 
with the Moors under the most faveurable eucpiees, and that 
the brig Groner ano James bad received en board some tons 
of cum, when Hamed Fall, a Prince of an adverse tribe, vivited 
the factory. This character was received with all dee coartesy 
and dismissed with a suitable present apparentiy well satished ; 
a short time allerwarde, however, he returned with an armed 
party, and, prohibiting the trade, obliged the Maraboats, whe 
are the sole traders among the Arabs, fo retire with their camels 
and gem inte the desert, This act of violence was of course 
soon made known to Ibrahim Wallet, the Prince whe had beea 
appeiated by the Trasar Chief to superintead the trade, Tbra 
him immediately obtained from ihe camp « sufficient force, aad 
obliged Hamed to retire from the waterside, The latter Chief 
setarned again with a pamber of his followers, when an engage- 
ment ensued, ia whioh he lost bis iife, aad his party were com- 
pletely roated with considerable lous, This occurred on_the 
Sih ult. When the Snapper lefi Portendic, our tradere did pot 
anticipate further inierraption, aod they wereion daily ex 
tice of the arrival of a caravan, withene bundred aad Afty cae 
fully ladea. Ibrahim, with @ etrong party, had, a few dave 
previously, felt the coast, ia order (© escort thie seasonable 
sepply ie safety to the factory, We have our apprehensions 


@oiwithatanding, that the war which is likely to ensuo beiweea 
the di@oreat trib’, may have the worst cffcots on the trade, and

“ Our letters from Bt. Mary's are putiedetacatictimtery 
as to the state of our settlements ia the Gambia. The merobanis 
of Batharst contiage to extend their mercantile sennestions by 
the establishmeat of factories on different points of that great 
river, the commercial resources of whieh are still but imper- 
fectly koowa toes. Teo mach praise cancot be given to car 
colonists there, for the spirit of caterprise which they have op- 
posed to the many difficalties they have necesserily bad to en- 
counter; the most formidable of which, and perhaps et this time 
almost the only onc, that of the Slave Trade, anheppily has net 
diminished ; the detestable alaye marts of Cache and atne 
former period exported more negroes then at the present moment, 
aod nine-tenths of these victims are proeared on the right bank 
of the Gambia, The notorious fact, that the Representatives of 
bis Most Faithful Majesty a( these ports is the principal slave dea- 
ler, leaves us little ground to bepe fora change for the better se 
long as be remains anpanished. Oo the left bank of the Gambia 
the traders in heman blood, from Senegal and Gorer, as well 
as those of Albreda, still persevere in their Gagilions trafic, aad 
impede oar, merchants in the proseeation of their legitimate com- 
mercial Interoourse with the antives; an intercourse whieh would 
otherwise prepare the way for their religioes civilisation. Under 
these ciscumstances, appalling as they are, oer merchents have 
steadily perseed their way, aod have progressively gained 
ground; their imports anaaally increase, and the towe of Batharet 
bide fair to rivel, ia buildings and improvements, Frectown itecif, 
The staple articles of wax and cum, promise to be very abendant 
this year, aad the quantity of gold already obtained mach exceeds 
that of any former season. By the James, for Baglaad, above 
120 pounds weight of that valaable metal was eons heme by iwo 
or three of the principal merchants.”

, Whatever authority yaar correspondent P. L. may have, 
when speaking of the Ailing of Fresh Water Wells on the Sea-Shore, 
Timaysine he only speaks from hearsay and pot from expéri- 
ence. Dering the time that I followed the Sea, I have seen in- 
atances, which in my mind render this point ladispotable. While 
in His Majesty's Navy in 1809  sqaadron of several Bail of the 
Live and Prigates (on one of which I served), watered on the Island 
of Naneen, tying near the Port of Reval. Thies Island is not 
more then twelve or fifiees milesin eireumference, chiefly of a 
sandy soll, and abounding with wells of freeh water, from ebick 
we supplied the equadrqn; bat eb far from these wells being fil- 
ed by water “that hed Altrated through the sand from thr sand hills 
or hillocks ia the weighbourkeod,” there is nota sand bill or hillock 
to be seen, the Island being perfeatly even and not more thao four 
or six feet above the lovel of the sea at high «pring tides. The 
water in these wells rises and falls as regularly as the tide ia 
the ocean, which I should think ie proof positive, that the salt sea 
waier is rendered fresh by peresleten through a sandy beach. 


As enother proof of the practicability of dissolving the 
chemical vaion between the Muriate of Seda and fresh water, 
I beg teave te subjoin the following experiment which I have 
seen tried,

T fancy I need not remind P..L. that the 
Island of Ascension owes its existence to a volcanic ereption, 
which is clearly demonstrated by its soil being chicfy rocky, 
with qnantities of Lava and ashes of a great variety of colors te 
be met with all over it: exclusive of several burpt-out craters 
gad small antpber pits, Me knows also, if he haaever been there, 
that the Island is very mountainons: sow if a well were sank a 
few varde from the sea shore, it stands to reason, that the water 
will still remain very strongly imonregnated with salt; of shy that 
vou die down for fresh water ba'fa mile or a mile in share: be 
fore you could get dewn tom level With the surface of the sea, 
you are intereepted by rocks. That this would be the case all 
over the Islend, I wit! mot pretend to assert, bat during a stay 
of a fortnight at that plaer, T wes witness of the experiment 
being tried on séveral spots withia half a mile of the garrison.
